A San Francisco cotemporay com ­ 
ments upon the tendency of popula­ 
tion at the present day to concentrate 
In the cities, and calls attention to the 
injury that must result to the morals 
of tbe community. The smaller cities 
and the towns and 
villages make 
ne efforts to render themselves attrac­ 
tive, but rely solely upon their m er­ 
cantile or speculative advantages, and 
hence the wealthy abandon their ru­ 
ral homes to enjoy life in the metrop­ 
olis. These charges of neglect apply 
with striking force to Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and the most ardent admirer 
of Los Angeles cannot claim that our 
authorities have spent an undue pro­ 
portion of the public money in m a­ 
turing and beautifying the city. 
Our 
shabby public buildings ill paved and 
irregular streets and accumilations of 
rubbish and filth in vacant lots and 
public thoroughfares, to say nothing 
of the crumbling ruins of ancient shan­ 
ties and ill looking adobes certainly 
do not rank among the attractions 
that aro calculated to induce people 
of taste and culture to locate in our 
midst. W e suppose though that when 
the public administrators and the tax 
payers come to recognise the fact that 
every cent of the public money judi­ 
ciously expended in adorning the city 
will bring in a handsome return, that 
it will pay to render Los Angeles beau­ 
tiful and cleanly and therefore attrac­ 
tive to the rich and the poor alike, 
they will make some effort to substi­ 
tute a system of costly and permanent 
improvements and decorations for the 
pesent wretched "cheap John" style 
of managing the municipal affairs. 


The Railroad Problem. 


C h a r l e s F r a n c i s A d a m s , one of 
the ablest thinkers in the country, and 
who has more carefully investigated 
the railroad question than any other 
citizen, delivered a lengthy address on 
the subject of transportation at the 
late Wisconsin State Fair. 
Mr. A d ­ 


a m s ’ remarks were to the effect that 
the evils of the railroad m anagement 
of which the Westernpeoplecomplain- 
ed so much were not to be cured by a 
resort to the constable, and it must 
now be generally accepted that we un­ 
derstand too little of the nature of this 
new elem ent of civilization to attem pt 
to legislate beneficially upon it, and 
hence th a t remedial statutes will in 
the future only aggravate the mis­ 
chief as they have in the past. Mr. 


A d a m s related that 
the com m on­ 
w ealth of Massachusetts had accident­ 


ally hit upon a method of handling 
the railroad that was decidedly superi­ 
or to that of any other State, and 
whioh had undoubtedly accomplished 
much in harmonizing the Interests of 
the rail vay companies and the peo­ 
ple. 
A board of commissioners had 
been appointed whose functions were 
restricted to a simple investigation of 
the charges made against the R ail­ 
ways by any citizen, und recommend­ 
ations of reform to tho Railroad m an­ 
agers. This commission had found 
that Railroad managers not only had 
a great fear of public opinion, butanx- 
iously sought popular favor, and in 
every case where the simple request 
of the commissioners was neglected a 
threat of public exposure invariably 
brought the magnates to terms. 
Mr. 


A d a m s considered th at the problem 
for the present generation to solve 
could be easily worked out by keep­ 
ing a healthy public seniment, and 
dealing fairly 
w ith transportation 
companies; and th at the priucipal re­ 
quirement was to force the Railway 
companies to keep their accounts in a 
uniform m anner and hold them open 
to the inspection of the public. 
This 
the State had a right to do for the pro­ 
tection of stock and bond holders, and 
to guard against the frauds of offici­ 
als. 
Bevond 
this 
any legislation 
would retard rather than promote re­ 
form.

However, we indulged in the stereo­ 
typed platitudes on the magnificent 
gorgeousuess of the scene and yawned 
and thought, "blessed is the man who 
invented sleep; it covers one all over 
like a cloak;” and how strongly in­ 
clined we were to be covered over with 
th at same cloak until we reached the 
San Vicente ranch and pulled up at 
the reservoirs of the 


SANTA MONICA W A TER COMPANY. 
These reservoirs are two in number, 
and contain two million gallous of 
water. They are fed by the several 
strong springs which rise at the base 
ot the low hills skirting the N orth­ 
west boundary of the Kan Vicente 
ranch. The water is soft and of excel­ 
lent quality. A reservoir might be 
constructed at small expense just be­ 
low these springs, capable of holding 
one hundred or five hundred million 
gallons of water. These springs are 
j ust five miles from the sea beach, and 
from the reservoirs already built the 
company have laid down pipes to 
Santa Monica,and are throwing a con­ 
siderable stream of clear spring water 
over the bank into the briny flood of 
old Neptuue. 
We followed the line 
of pipe from the reservoir to the town. 
It is a splendid job. 
The pipe is sheet 
iron,asphaltum lined and lead jointed, 
and though the greater portion of it 
has been down several weeks, uncov­ 
ered, and has been subjected to full 
pressure, has not leaked at more than 
two or three joints. The trench in 
which the pipe is laid is being filled 
up, aud the pipe thus secured from all 
danger. The pipe aud reservoirs now 
owned by the company are sulflcient 
to supply water for domestic purposes 
for a town of 


FIV E THOU SAN D IN H A B IT A N T S, 
Which is several hundred more thau 
Santa Monica will be able to count as 
permanent residents for some years 
to come. To largely increase this sup­ 
ply, the company need only build 
larger reservoirs and lay down larger 
pipes. The town of Santa Monica is 
growing. 
There are perhaps between 
eighty an«i one hundred edifices great 
and 
small — small 
predominates — 
within the corporate limits, and others 
are going up daily. The place has a 
primitive appearance, and if one could 
only see the miners coming home 
with pans of gold dust the resemblance 
to an early days m ining camp would 
be complete. The H e r a l d has never 
subscribed largely to the proposition 
that Santa Monica would soon become 
" th e commercial city of Southern 
California," and our visit yesterday 
produced nothing to change our opin­ 
ion. I t will become a nice little wa­ 
tering place of nice little watering 
place proportions—only this aud noth­ 
ing more. 
THE WIIARF AND RAIi.llOAI) 
Are a large sized plum for Los Ange­ 
les and Los Angeles valley. On our 
downward trip we met the locomotive 
going to the end of the track, which 
is now within two miles and a half of 
Agricultural Park, and will, it is ex­ 
pected, be completed to th at point by 
Saturday night. 
W hen the road is 
finished to the city we can run down 
to the water in twenty-five minutes. 


S H IP AND CAR 
Are brought together at Santa Monica 
and tbe result will be beneficial to this 
city and valley in many ways. 
After 
looking about town and watching the 
"sad sea w ave’’ upset a party of la­ 
dies who were learning tho mysteries 
of surf bathing, until nine o’clock, Joe 
took us to a place where he had or­ 
dered a splendid breakfast.

the biggest half of that meal aud Joe 
paid the whole bill. 
Dropped in on 
Fisher and found him as busy as a bee 
in a tar keg on the Outlook, the first 
number of which was to look out on 
the Pacific Ocean yesterday afternoon. 
At half-past ten o’clock Joe “pinted" 
the fast trotter toward Los Angeles, 
and though the locomotive did m an­ 
age to pass us on the way, we drew 
rein in front of the H e r a l d office a 
few moments past the hour o f noon. 


IMPORTANT RAILROAD PROJECT. 


B a k e r a f le ld a m i B a n L u la O b la p o lo b o 
C o m í e o ted . 


The following article 
from 
the 
Southern Californian published at B a­ 
kersfield, expresses itself: 
Some time ago we called attention 
to the efforts m aking in San Luis 
Obispo to effect a connection with the 
Southern Pacific Railroad at Bakers­ 
field. The Board of Supervisors of 
that county expressed a willingness to 
do all the work necessary in tlrat coun­ 
ty, if some action could be taken on 
this side of the mountaiu to improve 
the present highw ay over the sum m it 
of the mountain. 
Through the kind­ 
ness of Mr. J. C. Crocker, we are able 
to give the distance from point to 
point on the route, the elevations, etc. 
of the great interest to this section of 
country. 
The distance from Bakersfield to 
Buena Vista Bridge recently construct­ 
ed, is tw enty miles. 
From thobridge 
to Epperiey’s, down to Buena Vista 
slough, twenty miles; Templor to S an­ 
tiago, five miles, on t lie Carrissa (Cal­ 
ifornia Cave) Plains; Carrissa to La 
Pansa Ranch, fifteen miles; La Pansa 
to W ari Wari, fifteen miles; 
W ari 
Wari to Paso Robles, fifteen miles; 
Paso Robles to San Luis Obispo, tw en­ 
ty-five miles. 
M aking the total dis­ 
tance about one hundred and twenty- 
five miles. 
The route by Palonio Pass would be 
forty miles longer. 
On the present route from Templor 
to Santiago, the ascent up tho m oun­ 
tains is'to great for loaded teams and 
very difficult for anything, but with 
two miles of grading it could be m ade 
the best possible route from here to 
the coast. It would not cost to exceed 
$2,500, to m ake the grade, and parties 
are ready to do the ivork at that price. 
The road from the sum m it to the oth­ 
er side is very easy and would requi re 
but little work. A six-horse team will 
pull a full load up from the West side 
w ithout trouble. 
W ith the exception of the two miles 
on the mountain, there is a good natu­ 
ral road the whole distance, the long­ 
est stretch w ithout water being ten 
miles—from the slough toward T em ­ 
plor. The altitude, according to the 
estimate of engineers, is 994 feet from 
the water on the slough to Templor, 
aud from th at point to the sum m it is 
the sam e—m aking 19S8 feet from the 
water-level in the valley to the sum ­ 
mit of the Coast Range. 
It is a m atter of surprise that such a 
thoroughfare has been neglected, when 
at so small a cost communication di­ 
rect could be made w ith an im portant 
harbor on the coast. 
Parties are ready to put on a tri­ 
weekly line of stages betweeu Bakers­ 
field and San Luis Obispo as soon as 
the road over the m ountain can be 
made passable. 
It is tbe only side 
line possible before the railroad con­ 
nects with the Salinas through the Pa- 
lonio Pass. I t would become one of 
the most prom inent highways in a 
short time, as it would enable passen­ 
gers to reach the coast in less than one 
half the distance by any other route. 
Now, in order to reach San Luis Obis­ 
po, passengers must go to Los Angel­ 
es. 150 miles, thence N orth by stage or 
steamer, 200 miles. 
The Paso Robles 
Springs, one of the favorite watering 
places ot the State, would be within a 
day’s ride, and access to the growing 
coast counties would be very much 
simplified, and would soon attract a 
great am ount of travel.
